Ground intended for sweet peas, if not left in good con- 
dition after taking the last crop, will be better for ma- 
nuring the previous Fall rather than at the Spring seeding. 

The use of artificial fertilizers, bone meal, nitrate of 
soda, etc., can be made in the Spring at the time of

Raffia is the name given to a long-leaved palm found on the Island of Mada- 
gascar. The outer skin of the leaves is stripped off by the natives and tied 
in long hanks or braids, after which it is packed in bales ready for shipment.
